Cornet, of Uiie 
de Seze. was arrestt-il on thechai'L'eof 
hiniii:; murdered his inistre.-.s, liy cut- 
ling her throat. The deii-elives have 
been luisy at work invesli'^ating the 
case, and the result reads like a story 
by Balz'ic. This Michel lived a double 
life. In Paris ho was the head of a 
gang of robliers, who secured their 
booty by hiring out as footmen and 
valets, thus being in a position to c)|)en 
the dii.irs of their employers' houses to 
their confederate.s. A portion of ihe 
ye.ir Michtd pa.ssed his lime as a coun- 
try gentleman, adored by ii young and 
pretty mistress, respected by his neiLdi- 
bors, and envied by his frieruls. He 
was very fond of flowers and dumb 
animaU. His retreat at Conqiiegne 
showed exquisite taste, lie wjjs noted 
for his sensitive feelings, and when 
arrested, he turned to the police wit;h 
tears in his eyes iiiel tiuid: "Don't for- 
get to feeel my towl." iiie iieiecmes 
say they will have no dilliculty in es 
tablisliing his sruilt, but it is thought 
he will save his head. Gamahut was 
gullotined only a few days ago, and 
President Grevy has siddoiu sanction- 
ed two murders in a season, hesiiles in 
M ichel's case tlii^re is no evidence of 
premeditation.

THE jyOIiK OF SINCKRE MEN. 

The local government are ceitiiiiily on- 
titled tu the credit of having succeeded 
ill passing an auti-Chinoso act which 
has paaaed throut;h tho lo;;iil mill iit Otta- 
wa without haviiifi been disallowed. The 
act was fully described in theao coluinna 
yesterday. It ia not as swoopin"^ a ineaauro 
as theJ;province had a riglit tu expect or 
that it would have ubtaiuod had the 
Dominion government allowed another 
act of the local legislature to become law 
The disallowed act niuiod at tho al)at)liito 
exclusion of the Clinum.iit. Ho war) tn 
bo met on thu throshold of tho provnico 
with a tux HI) Hwint;oiiii; that no coolie 
laborer or the uiuployer ot that chias of 
labor would liavo found it priititible tu 
pay. /The act' now in force was an 
alternative one. Anticipating what 
hag occurred — that ia, thu dia- 
allowancu of the Aiiti-Ohinesi) humitira 
tion Act — tho govurnniunt wisely [iropared 
the alternative muaaure which is now in 
force. Results show that tlioy were 
"wise in their day and generation." In 
Htead of being compelled — as their predo- 
cesaora were compelled — to allow the Chl- 
neao to escape payment of their just pro- 
piirtion of taxation while they almost 
monopoli-/,ed tho labor market, thia gov- 
ernment find themselves in a poaition to 
control these peculiar people and compel 
them. to contribute towards the mainten- 
ance of tho country in which they enjoy 
that protection for life and property which 
is denied them in every other state on the 
coaat. Under tlio aet collectors have been 
appointed whose iluty it will bo to acour 
the country a id cUcct the tax and aee 
that all the pi civ laiuns of the act are re- 
spected. 1( ia eatnnated that there are 
10,000 Chinese in tho province. At SIO 
a head the snug sum uf §100,000 will be 
added to the revenue, ti) aay no- 
thing; of the finea that may bo levied 
under the act. If tho oxi.stinj; local gov- 
ernment are ni)t "sincere" in their oppo- 
sition to tho Cliineso they have a queer 
way of demonstrating their insincerity. 
This act has lopped ulf the branches of 
the upas tree. Tho act which was disal- 
lowed, through no fault of I he govermnent, 
struck at tho root ; but there la roasmi to 
believe that had it not been for the aiiita- 
tiou of the mombora of British Columbia 
at Ottawa and the vigorous action of the 
Victoria government tho bill that itnpoaea 
a heaid tax of $50 on every Chinebe immi- 
grant would not have been introduced. 
So far from thia govorinneiit being o|ieii 
to the charge of in.-iincerity they niu.st bo 
regarded aa the only miniatry the pro 
vinco has ever had that has grappled with 
the Chinese quoation in a sincere and con- 
sistent way. "The tree is known by its 
fruits"; and this government is entitled to 
the credit of having succuadod where oth- 
ers failed. 

THE NUHTH WEHT.

Ouo defeat of tbr rebel fun'es will 
destroy Kiel's prestige; but half-a-dozen 
defeats of the ('anadians will but make 
them more keenly alive to the neees.sily of 
putting down the rebels.

There will be a hue chance for poster- 
ity to dodge if tho preaont (hjings of iho 
star A returns undergo no change. The 
result of the observations of these doings 
made at the Greenwich Obaervatory in 
1883, numbering 500 and extending over 
a period of five montha, ia tho clear eatub- 
lishraent of that star's movement toward 
the earth, dead on at tho rate of soino- 
thing more than 50 miles a second, ;i,000 
miles a minute, 180,000 miles an hour, 
4,320,000 miles a day. An 80 tf)n gnu 
drives 'a projectile 1,400 foot a aecund, 
maximum velocity. Arcturua ia thus 
coming at ua at a rate '-'()() tiiiiea greater 
than this. To apeak of it aa ahnt nut (if 
a gun is to use a I'aint and inadi'i|uate 
smOe, .t'i'Ehis celestial projectile is nioi ing 
oWr'a distance equal to that botweeu tht; 
earth and the sun every 21 days. It has, 
however, l,(i"22,000 of those distanooa to 
traverse, therefore, it will not arrive f(n' 
93,D0b years; but if present observations 
are true, it will arrive then aa sure aa 
tho deoreos of Ood, ami our pocir little 
earth, wdien; will it bey Scdrched, 
Huull'ed out like a vapur likely, long before 
tbo contact, and our wholu solar ayatem 
gone to .slaves like a bucikot with one 
piece out. If we havi'ii't any interest in 
thia re.sult we have in the odufirmatiou of 
things which /(usbadowed it, and this 
■will bo the point of future observation. If 
the present mution uf Arcturua ia orbital, 
it will in time appear stationary and then 
recede; but nntliinj,' ho far Ins been dis- 
covered piiinnng lo tlii.s. It in, appa- 
rently, cnniiiig 1 leh t alurig, al ill ita urbit 
may bo no loigliiy that it may require 
yeara before iia luuid will be indicated 
by a retardation of the rale of appro;icii, 
then by no perceptible motion either way, 
then by a recesaion equal to ita previoua 
approach. — liul laiinpid is Nmc.-i.

Chinese Regulation. 

Tlie following aro the main provisions 
of the "Chiuoao Regulation Act," briefly 
referred to iu yesterday's issue of The 

Oohniist: — 

Whereas the incuming of Chinese to 
British Oolnmbia largely exceeds that of 
uiiy other class of iniiiiignint, and the 
populutioii ao iiilri.'dnced are fast heconi- 
iiig superior to our own race; aro not dia- 
po.sod lo bo governed by our laws; are 
dissimilar in habits and ocuupatioB from 
our people; evade tho payment of taxes 
justly duo lo the guvorniiient.; uri) gov- 
erned by pestilential habits; are useless 
III insliinces of einergeiiey ; habitually do 
Heorato grave yards by the roiiiovul of 
bodies therefrom; and goiiorally the laws 
governing the whites are found to be in- 
a|)r.licable to Chinese, and such Obinese 
ai I iiicliiiod to habits subversive of the 
comfort and wtdl being of the community; 

''. From and after tho paa»a;.;e of thia 
Act Ihere shall be paya'do and |.i;ud by 
every Chinese in British Cidunihiu, above 
the ago of fourteen years, iiiilo and for 
tho uso uf Uer Majesty, her heirs and 
success .rs, the sum uf tuu dollars, and 
tliuroaftor uii the 1st day uf June iu each 
and every year there sh ill bo likewise 
payable and paid by aueli Chinese pursuil 
a further auin of Un d;.ll,ira. 

5. Any Chinese who slmll bo found 
within the province not having in his pos- 
auasion a license issued under the provis- 
ions uf this xVct, lawfully issued to him, 
shall on conviction tliureof forfeit and pay 
a sum not exceeding forty dollars.

The rest, pushed on by those behind, 
were hurled in after them till the trench 
was leveled to tho surface of the hill and 
then their companions dashed over their 
bodies, only to be cut in' pieces in the 
final struoole with tho victorious English 
and Driis-siana. 

This renmrkablo circle of painting gives 
an idea of vastiiesa which is indescribable. 
One seems to soo for miles in every direc- 
tion. As mentioned before, tbe im- 
mediate foreground is natural; but where 
nature ends and where art begins tho 
aliarpcEt oyo cannot discern. Even with 
opera olassca it is only m one or two 
places that oiio can discover ihe point of 
ineotiug. In one place a dead treo has 
boon brukun oil four or five foot from its 
base and has fallen forward on to the 
ground. Part of this tree is painted and 
part is natural, but no one knows which 
is which. Tho sky is a magnificent spoc- 
lacle in itself; to say that it is natural 
gives no idea of the realistic appearance 
of the faint blue dotted with finating 
masses of white clouds. I have hoard of 
people who have cunie away from the 
panorama in the daytime with the idea 
that it was the real sky they had seen, 
only tho yround of thu pictuto being 
painted. The daylight is admitted through 
a skylight, which, li iwever, is hidden 
from tho spectators by moans of a dark 
covering overhead, which does not attract 
one's attuntiun. The light thus falls only 
on the picture all around aud one can 
hardly persuade himaelf that he is not 
(Hit in the open country, viewing the 
scone around from some slight eminence.
